LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of

DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL.

Tiie  following  is  a  True  Copy  of  a  Minute  of 
a  Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  IIis  Excellency  the 
Governor-General  on  the  27th  June,  1923. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  20th  June,  1923, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  the 
Vancouver  Power  Company,  of  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  has  applied  to  purchase  Fractional 
Legal  Subdivisions  13  and  14  of  Section  3,  Town¬ 
ship  5,  Range  7,  west  of  the  7th  meridian,  con¬ 
taining  approximately  38.9  acres,  to  protect  its 
power  station  on  adjoining  lands. 

In  1912,  when  the  Company  first  applied  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  above  land,  it  was  under  lease  for  quarry¬ 
ing  purposes.  It  was  represented  by  the  Company 
that  blasting  operations  would  seriously  affect  the 
power-station,  which  had  cost  over  $1,000,000.  The 
Company  acquired  the  quarrying  rights,  which  it 
has  now  relinquished  to  the  Department,  and  the 
land  applied  for  is  therefore  clear.  Favourable 
reports  have  been  received  from  officers  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  showing  that  the  land 
is  not  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  is  not 
valuable  for  the  timber  growing  thereon,  and  that 
the  Company  should  have  control  of  it  to  protect 
the  power-station.  The  land  has  been  valued  at 
$10  per  acre  and  the  purchase  price  has  been  paid 
in  full. 

The  Minister  recommends  that  Legal  Subdivisions 
13  and  14  of  Section  3,  Township  5,  Range  7,  west 
of  the  7th  meridian,  be  sold  to  the  Vancouver  Power 
Company  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  acre. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  25th  July,  1923, 
from  the  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating 
that  an  application  has  been  made  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Interior  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian 
Western  Lumber  Company,  Limited,  for  the  re¬ 
newal  of  a  lease  granted  to  the  Fraser  River 
Lumber  Company,  Limited,  on  the  1st  March, 
1911,  for  the  right  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the 
bed  of  Pitt  River  in  the  Railway  Belt  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  for  booming  pur¬ 
poses  in  connection  with  the  extensive  lumbering 
operations  of  the  Company: 

The  original  lease  to  the  Fraser  River  Lumber 
Company,  Limited,  was  authorized  by  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  on  the  27th  February,  1911, 
P.O.  372. 

The  lease  was  assigned  by  the  Fraser  River  Lum¬ 
ber  Company,  Limited,  to  the  Canadian  Western 
Lumber  Company,  Limited. 


The  renewal  of  the  lease  has  been  favourably 
reported  upon  by  the  Assistant  Deputy  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and  by  the  District 
Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  he

Sections  3,  4,  5,  6,  7.  S,  9,  10,  16,  17,  IS,  Sourh
